WILLOW-PATTERN PLATE. 


T is good news that Lord Charles Beresford is 
going prospecting to China. In looking 
round to sec if China's army and navy and 
administration generally are strong enough 

to warrant wealthy British merchants in invest- 
ing fresh money in the Flowery Land, England’s 
favourite sailor may not improbably be keeping 
his eyes open to the interests of the British 
Government. Let him beware of 
 Li-Hung-Chang.

‘The Navy Department received a despatch last 
night stating that a naval force sent by Admiral 
Sampson appeared in the harbour of Manzanillo 
and demanded the surrender of the town. The 
Spanish Commandant refused, and an engage- 
ment ensued. It is said to have resulted in the 
Victory of the Americans. The fight began 
twenty-three minutes before the peace protocol 
Was signed, the American fleet opening а bom- 
bardment. It is reported that marines were 
landed, but this is unconfirmed.’’

HEN a high German authority warmly 
approves the plan of campaign Major- 
General Sir Herbert Kitchener has decided

The Guards in Training. 

An Illustration in last week's Р.Г.Р, gave some 
indication of the thoroughness with which the 
Sirdar has been preparing this expedition with 
serviceable drill at Atbara. He has not relaxed 
his efforts to bring his force to a pitch of per- 
fection. We learnt from the Daily Telegraph's War 
Correspondent on Saturday last that on that date 
the 1st Grenadier Guards, the 2nd Rifles, and 
half of the Northumberland Fusiliers were put 
through field exercises upon the desert at a point 
several miles outfromthecamp. They practised 
field-firing and the attack, The force advanced 
in line, the Grenadiers being on the right, the 
Fusiliers in the centre, and the Rifles, with two 
Maxim guns, on the left. Each wing had 
supporting companies, and the fofmation was 
almost the same as that employed at the battle

left Atbara with the object of inspecting the 
advance post. 

The Second British Brigade, 
under the command of General Lyttelton, 
assembling at the Atbara, together with its 
transport and the 21st Lancers, arranged to 
start on their march south along the west bank 
of the Nile on the morning of Aug. 16.

is once more at Atbara, and, together with 
Slatin Pasha, is conducting the Intelligence 
Department. 

The Khalifa Full of Fight. 

According to the reports which have reached 


Atbara, the Khalifa means to fight and not to | 


fly before the Anglo-Egyptian advance. 

In conversation with Colonel Wingate, Mah- 
moud, the Khalifa’s General, who was captured 
at the battle of Atbara, said that at the mosque 
at Omdurman there are forty-seven rows of 
fighting men, with 1500 warriors in each row. 

The British Brigadiers 
anticipate most effective results from the Atbara 
drills when the moment comes for delivering an 
assault. 


The Northumberland Fusiliers. 


The second half of the 1st Northumberland 
Fusiliers arrived by rail at Atbara last Saturday.

despatches and D.S.O.) ; took part in the Soudan Expedi- 
tion in 1889, and was present at the battle of Toski (men- 
tioned in despatches and brevet of Lieutenant-Colonel).

William Viney, а labourer, was brought up at the Stratford 
Police-couit, on Saturday, and charged with the murder 
of three of his children, and with the attempted murder of 
a fourth. He confessed the crime, and was remanded. 
The prisoner had of late been in poor circumstances, and 
had lived apart from his wife for some weeks.

Police-constable 
Weare, attached to the 
Barnes’ police-station, 
was shot. on a lonely 
road between Kew and 
Mortlake .shortly 
before midnight on 
Thursday week. A 
cyclist gave inform- 
ation of the occurrence, 
and the injured man 
was found lying on a 
bank in a dark country 
lane, supported by a 
coustable, who had 
been attracted by the 
report of firearms. He 
was moaning faintly, 
having been shot 
through the body. 
Asked whether he saw 
his assailant, he 
replied, ** Yes, I saw 
him. He jumped up 
from the bushes and 
skedaddled, I chased 
him round. once or

me.” He was conveyed to Richmond Hospital. The 
detectives engaged on the case do not attach any 
importance to the theory that the crime was the result 
of an act of revenge. He was a man of quiet disposition, 
careful not to give offence, and unlikely to do anything to 
endanger himself.

The following very tempting sweet dish for 


A Lawn Tennis or Croquet Luncheon 
or Supper Party 


will be acceptable to my country friends. Ihave 
taken it from the Ladies Home, and it is called 
'" apple snow." Scoop the core out of six good- 
sized apples and fill the spaces with either quince 
or apricot marmalade. Set them very carefully 
in a pan with half a pint of water, some sugar 
(quantity not given in recipe, so suppose I say 
sugar to taste), and a piece of lemon-peel, and 
stew them slowly until tender. Then lift them 
out upon & shallow dish ; add a little more of the 
marmalade to each, and pour the liquor in which 
they were stewed round them. Next beat up the 
whites of six eggs with orange-flower water, and 
sugar to taste. Make it into a stiff froth, cover 
the apples with it, and bake for half an hour. 

Т cannot see the necessity for baking this dish. 
The apples were cooked already by stewing, and 
the snow will not be snow any longer after 
baking. I should be tempted to substitute 
whipped cream for the snow, and to serve the 
dish cold, but the apples must be very thoroughly 
stewed.
